Mro  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
District  for  the  year  1968,  having  taken  up  duties  as  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  on  the  6th  January,  1969?  following  the  retirement  of  Dro  P<,Ao  Crowley 
on  that  dateo  From  the  address  above  it  will  be  noted  that  the  office  of 
the  Medical  Officer  has  moved,  the  transfer  having  taken  place  at  the  end 
of  April,  1969o 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  District,  given  by  the 
Registrar-General,  was  18,190,  a  decrease  of  10  over  the  mid-1967  figure o 

The  total  number  of  registered  live  births  was  I98  (103  males  and 
95  females),  this  figure  being  a  little  lower  than  last  year's  total  of  207<, 
The  crude  birth  rate  was  10o9  per  1,000  population,  the  corrected  birth  rate 
being  12o3  compared  with  l6o9  for  England  and  Waleso 

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  totalled  227  (IOO  males  and 
127  females) o  The  crude  death  rate  per  1,000  population  was  12o5o  The 
corrected  death  rate  for  the  District  was  IO0O  compared  with  11 o9  for 
England  and  Wales o 


Deaths  of  infants  who  died  under  one  year  of  age  numbered  2,  giving 
an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  IO0O0  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  l8o3o 

There  were  11  deaths  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung  and  Bronchus  (9  males 
and  2  females),  compared  with  8  last  yearo 

The  number  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  recorded  in  the  District 
was  95 o  This  figure  included  75  measles o

In  consonance  with  modern  conditions,  there  have  been  some  legislative 
changes  during  I968  in  the  notification  of  infectious  diseases.  For  example, 
pneumonia  is  no  longer  notifiable,  while  infective  jaundice  now  is. 

On  pages  I6  and  17  of  this  Report  figures,  kindly  supplied  by  the 
County  Medical  Officer,  are  given  showing  the  number  of  persons  immunised 
and  vaccinated  during  the  year  under  review. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  courtesy 
and  co-operation  I  have  received  in  the  preparation  of  this  Report.

Evening  service  is  provided  for  elderly  people  who  are  bedridden  or 
housebound  and  have  no  one  to  assist  them  to  prepare  for  the  night  and 
includes  the  provision  of  a  light  meal  or  hot  drink  and  attention  to  fires. 
Night  service  is  provided,  for  no  longer  than  three  weeks  unless  there  are 
exceptional  circumstances,  for  the  care  of  seriously  ill  people  who  are 
living  in  their  own  homes  and  who  need  attention  during  the  night.  In  some 
cases  the  service  is  provided  for  one  to  three  nightd  a  week  to  give  relief 
to  relatives. 

Family  Care  Service 

After  consultation  with  the  Children's  Department,  this  service  is 
provided  for  the  short-term  care  of  children  in  their  own  homes  during  the 
absence  of  the  mother  by  reason  of  admission  to  hospital  for  illness  or 
confinement  or  in  other  special  circumstances.  Help  is  given  only  to 
families  where  care  of  at  least  two  children  is  involved  and  the  period  of 
service  is  limited  to  three  months. 

Family  Welfare  Service 

This  service  is  provided,  with  the  parent's  consent,  in  households 
where  the  habits,  behaviour  and  standards  of  living  of  the  family  are  much 
below  those  generally  accepted  in  the  society  in  which  they  live.  The 
three  main  objectives  of  the  service  are  to  raise  the  standard  of  living  of 
the  families,  to  improve  the  welfare  of  the  children,  and  to  keep  the 
families  together  and  prevent  their  break-up.  Intensive  training  for  a 
period  of  three  months  is  given  and  this  is  succeeded  by  a  follow-on  service 
of  nine  months.  In  families  where  there  is  medical  evidence  of  mental 
subnormality  the  continuance  of  the  service  after  the  initial  period  of  three 
months  may  be  approved  for  not  more  than  twelve  hours  a  week  until  the 
youngest  child  reaches  compulsory  school  age.
